still more extraordinary art—tl$ai of 
intting. She executed landscapes, ma- 
rine views, flowers, animals and por- 
traits of people of such striking resem- 
blance that she was for a time quite the 
wonder of Europe. She used white pa- 
pers for^her cuttings, placing them OTOT 
a black surface, so that the minrito 
openings made by her scissors 
the "light and shade." 


The czar, Peter the Great, and others 


of high rank paid her honor. One man 
high in office vainly offered her 1,000 
florins for three small cuttings. The 
empress of Germany paid her*!,000 
florins for a trophy she had cut, bearing 
the arms of Emperor Leopold, crowned 
with eagles and surrounded by a gar- 
land of flowers. She also cnt the em- 
peror's portrait, which can now be seen 
in the Royal Art gallery in Vienna. A 
great many people went to see her, and 
she kept a book in which princes and 
princesses wrote their names. 


After she died, which was when she 


had lived 65 years, her husband, Adrian 
Block, erected "a 'monument to her 
memory and had designed upon it the 
portraits of these titled visitors. Her 
cuttings were.so correct in effect and so 
tasteful as to give both dignity and 
value to her work and constitute her an 
artist whose exquisite skill with the 
scissors has never before or since been

The flgarea were taken from tbe notes 
of the JOUBNAL'S Legislative reporter 
at Carson who unintentionally trans- 
posed the la»t two numbers, and wo 
more than cheerfully make the correc- 
tion. At the general election in 1896, 
there were 642 votes cast for incorpora- 
tion, and 213 against it, so the tstttion 
represented 33 short of the non-incor- 
poration vote, although the moot vigor- 
ous effort was made to obtain all of 
the names possible upon it. This 
woald indicate that the feeling in favor 
of incorporation is stronger now than 
at the time the vote was taken upon it. 
Upon the fote taken at the same time 
upon the question, "Shall Beno ac- 
quire and operate municipal water 
works?" the vote was 806 to 91 in favor 
of it, and upon the question of a muni- 
cipal light plant, it was 722 for and 139 
against tbe proposition. Aa the prin- 
cipal issues were pure water and better 
light service, which cottld not be ob- 
tained without incorporation, probably 
the votes upon those questions are 
better indications of the feelingo of 
the people than upon the first ques- 
tion, "Shall Eeno be incorporated?" 
That the feeling in favor of incorpora- 
tion baa not diminished is proved by 
the fact that four of the five old rnern- 
bsrs of the City Council were re-elected 
Hst fall, the fifth declining to be a 
candidate, und the new member being 
elected without opposition. 


But, take it upon the basis of 642 to 


213, a little more than three te one, the 
Washoe delegation legarded a petition 
of 180 names more -potent than the 
votes of 642 citizens of Beno deposited 
in the ballot box! There is no quea- 
tion that if the friends of city govern- 
ment had considered it necessary, a 
petition numbering at least three times 
the names on tbe water company's 
coald easily have been procured, and 
in a shorter space of time. But they 
did not consider it necessary, for they 
did not believe that our legislative 
delegation would nulify the votes of 
C42 citizens at the request of 180, and 
certainly not without submitting the 
question to the voters to ratify or re- 
pudiate their action in 1896, and also 
at the same election that tbe legisla- 
tive members were themselves elected. 
The JOUBNAL is informed that every 
bill prepared by the representatives of 
the Rene Water, Land and Light Com- 
pany were introduced by some member 
of the Washoe delegation, while three, 
providing for submitting the question 
to the voteis in regard to disincorpor- 
ation and the purchase of the com- 
pany's plants by the city, wers rejected 
without introduction by our represent- 
atives at Carson. If the action of the 
Washoe members was right and com- 
mendable, then our system of popular 
government is wrong. And if pittifully 
minority petitions are to override over- 
whelmingly ballot box majorities, then 
ottr public officials should be governed 
entirely by the former, and, upon the 
principle that the majority is always 
wrong in all cases give the preference 
to the minority. 


yet learned that knowledge of the facts 
only obstructs and fetters the imagin- 
ation of some newspaper writers, who 
would be powerless to indite a read- 
able article if restricted to anch com- 
monplace matter »s facts. Poetical 
license is nowhere beside journalistic 
freedom of expression, and we are 
afraid that most of us sometimes avail 
of such liberty of imagination, to point 
a moral or adorn a tale. '-Let he who is 
without sia cadt ihe first stone."
